Americans and 564,607 of the en- 
emy have been reported killed 
in action in Vietnam since Jan. 
1, 1961. 


A total of 530 Americans were

Suggestions 
for Safety 
Halloween 


Precautionary safety meas- 


ures for trick or treaters, their 
parents, and motor vehicle oper- 
ators to take during Halloween 
were outlined today by Colonel 
Ralph D. Scott, Director of the 
Arkansas State Police. 


Colonel Scott said that parents 


can keep their little goblins safe 
by: 


(1) Seeing that their children 


avoid costuming themselves in

(2) If a mask is worn, it 


should allow unimpaired vision 
lo the sides as well as to the 
front.

Treatment Regimen 


For Raynaud's Disease 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the cause and 


symptoms of Raynaud's dis- 
ease? Is there any cure for 
it? 


A—This disease is charac- 


terized by a blanching of the 
fingers of both hands, usual- 
ly followed by a bluish tinge 
then, with the return of the 
circulation, the fingers be- 
come very red. The cause is 
a s p a s m in the s m a l l 
arteries of the fingers fol- 
lowed by a dilation, but the 
u n d e r l y i n g cause is not 
known. Nervous tension maj 
be a contributing factor. EJ 
posure of the hands or the 
body to cold will trigger an 
attack. 


Since there is no cure, the 


treatment must be aimed at 
preventing attacks. Although 
there is no evidence that 
smoking is a cause, it may 
aggravate the disease. For 
that reason the victim should 
give up smoking. 


In cold weather the victim 


must protect himself from 
becoming chilled and should 
take special care not to chill 
his fingers. A l w a y s wear 
gloves when removing any- 
thing from the refrigerator. 
M a s s a g e the hands with 
P o 1 y s o r b Hydrate Lotion 
every night at b e d t i m e . 
Avoidance of nervous ten- 
sion is also an important 
part of the treatment. 


A 1/200-grain nitroglycerin 


tablet p l a c e d 
under the 


tongue 10 minutes before go- 
ing outside in cold weather 
will p r e v e n t the arterial 
spasms. Recent studies show 
that methyldopa, a prescrip- 
tion drug, is effective in con- 
trolling this disease. Reser- 
pine injected into the main 
artery of the arm is helpful 
in severe cases with impend- 
ing gangrene of the finger 
tips. 


Q—On cold days my finger 


tips become numb and white. 
It takes about 15 minutes for 
them to get back to normal. 
What c a u s e s this'.' Is it 
serious? 
A—This sounds like Hay- 
naud's disease, although you 
did not mention the typical 


redness following the blanch- 
ing. Other possible causes in- 
clude ergot poisoning and 
Buerger's d i s e a s e . If you 
have Raynaud's disease as- 
sociated with scleroderma, it 
may be progressive and dis- 
abling.

Survey Before Tax 
Session Sound Idea 
riday night being dedicated 
to ghosts, hobgoblins, and 
broom-sticks, it's interest* 


ing to note what some research* 
er lias turned up for the Associat* 
ed Press on the origin and cus- 
toms of Hallowe'en. 


Flora Mears, a Kansas City 


designer of party goods for Hall- 
mark Cards, reports that Hallo- 
we'en is one of the world's old- 
est festivals, dating back 2,000 
years 
to 
the pagan 
Druids. 


According to the calculations of 
the ancients Nov. 1 marked the 
beginning of the new year— there- 
fore Oct. 31 was celebrated as 
the last day of the year gone by. 
The Druid priests made it a day 
of thanksgiving. 


The most familiar of all dec- 


orations for our modern-day Hal- 
lowe'en is the hollowed-out pump- 
kin with a candle burning inside. 
Tlds stems from an ancient Druid 
festival practice. On Hallowe'en 
bonfires were lighted on hilltops 
to welcome the good spirits, to 
ward off the evil ones-and to 
give encouragement to the wan- 
ing Autumn sun. Yesterday's fire 
on the hill. . .today's candle in 
a pumpkin mask. 


In the deep-seated quarrel be- 


tween Gov. Rockefeller and the 
General Assembly over budgets 
and taxation I think the governor 
would do well to accept a sugges- 
tion offered by the Assembly's 
leaders.

raising program was demolish- 
ed. 


Your editor is absolutely op- 


posed to any Increase in the rate 
or coverage of the state sales 
tax. If more state money is need- 
ed it's time to turn to income 
and property taxes. 


The wealthier class of citi- 


zens 
ought 
to understand one 


thing clearly: 


If they encourage the gover- 


nor to call a special session 
with the Idea of loading more of 
the budget upon the sales tax 
they stand a pretty good chance 
of being stuck with the cost them- 
selves in higher income and pro- 
perty taxes. 


The sales tax has been in- 


creased twice at the expense of 
the common man—in 1M1 when 
the exemption of food and medi- 
cine and clothing was removed; 
and in 1957 when the rate was in- 
creased from 2 to 3 per cent. 


If there's 
to be a tax hike
